AFTER THE WAR PROBLEMS 


The greatest industrial era ever known 
in the history of the world was ushered in- 


to the United States immediately after the 
close of the Civil War in 1865. ‘Two and 
a half million soldiers enlisted on the Fed- 
eral side, besides the Confederate army. 
were disbanded, together with government 
employees and all those making ammuni- 
tion and other war necessities. All were 
sat one time thrown into civil labor comp. - 
tion, and without causing a ripple or a sign 
of labor trouble of any kind. All that 
mass of public labor was assimilat +d bv 
the peaceful pursuits, bringing about the 
most prosperous times ever known in this 
or any other country. No country ever 
before or since increased in material 
wealth and population as did the United 
States for the thirty years immediately fol- 
lowing the Civil War. 

Is there a thoughtful reader of the signs 
of the times who sees the conflict between 
organized capital and organized labor to- 
day who does not see deadly confliet when 
the present war ceases and all the millions 
of enlisted men and all the other millions 
of government emplovees and those now 
producing war munitions of all deserip- 
tions, are thrown back into an over-crowd- 
ed labor market? 

Why should such an opposite condition 
follow the present war? Because Uncle 
Sam then could and did offer a fart. to 
every jobless man in the United States, sid 
now he cannot do so, because his lands are 
now so completely monopolized by pri- 
vate speculators, who hold them at sneh 
high prices that laboring men are barred 
from buying it entirely. In my candid 
judgment there is but one thing for us to 
do to prevent absolute disaster when all 
this military activity changes back to its

normal civil basis, and that is to again give 
the laborer access to the land. We cannot 
give him free land now, as we did then, 
but we can by a system of taxation law: 
fully foree the idle lands into use. In 
other words we can and should raise the 
taxes on unimproved lands so high that 
no man could afford to hold it idle for 
speenlation. That is the single land tax 
pure and simple. That would foree the 
speculator to sell at a price that anc. in- 
dustrious and economical family can pay 
for it and provide for themselves a home in 
their old age. 

Without access to land a working man 
with a family to support can hope for noth- 
ing beyond industrial slavery until the age 
limit throws him into the serap pile. The 
question is, shall we give those millions of 
working people a chance to acquire homes 
ot their own and thus create another era 
of prosperity for the whole nation, or shall 
we let it drift along until the laboring 
men have to chose between anarchy or con- 
tinued and increased poverty?
